Response to Arguments 

3 . Applicant's arguments filed 1 21 1 0/07 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive: 
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The Reissue Application Declaration filed on 02/03/04 is defective because it still fails to 
identify at least one error which is relied upon to support the reissue application with relation to 
originally filed claims 1-8 and also it fails to identify errors which is relied upon to support the 
reissue application in relation to newly introduced claims 47-48. 

On page 2, item 6 of Oath/Declaration, Applicant stated that to consider U.S. Patent No. 
6,542,143 to be partly inoperative by reason of claiming less than we had a right to claim 
because the original claims were unduly limited and may not provide an adequate scope of 
protection. For example, claim 1 is too limiting because it recites correction digital data for 
compensating for display characteristics of a display element. 

However, newly introduced claims 47-48 are limiting the scope of original independent 
claim 6 by specifying the type of correction data (claim 47) or setting limitations on the number 
of bits (claim 48).
